REPORT  FROM 
the  MANAGER 


TWO-WAY  RADIO 

The  first  fond  dreams  of 
Pacifica's  early  pioneers 
have  never  been  completely 
realized.  They  envisioned 
[subscriber  supported  broad- 
casting which  would  sustain 
[itself  totally,  and  with  great 
dignity,  on  a  voluntary  tithe  from  a  concerned 
percentage  of  the  listening  public.  There  might 
be  occasional  financial  crises  at  the  start,  but 
these  would  disappear  once  enough  of  the  public 
became  acquainted  with  the  product  of  listener- 
sponsored  radio. 

Well,  KPFA  has  never  had  a  carefree  time  of 
it.  During  no  period  longer  than  a  few  months 
has  its  staff  been  able  to  forget  grinding  money 
worries  and  concentrate  exclusively  on  program- 
ming. Actual  subscription  income  (new  and 
renewal)  accounts  for  only  about  half  of 
KPFA's  annual  budget.  The  rest  comes  from 
contributions  and  gifts. 

In  fact,  with  10,000  subscribers  and  a  budget 
of  $250,000,  the  average  contribution  to  KPFA 
is  low  —  about  $25  per  year  per  subscriber— 
but  with  student  rates  and  half  year  subscrip- 
tions, the  actual  average  subscription  to  KPFA 
is  half  that,  leaving  more  than  $100,000  to  be 
made  up  from  a  smaller  group  of  larger  con- 
tributors. Hence,  the  need  for  Marathons,  special 
gift  drives,  higher  category  subscriptions,  etc. 

There  is  a  consolatory  note,  however. 
Pacifica's  pioneers  would  be  startled  by  its  cur- 
rent size.  The  budget  has  grown  some  ten  times 
from  the  start  and  there  are  now  four  Pacifica 
stations.  Perhaps  the  fact  that  we  are  always 
reaching  towards  new  goals  and  new  possibilities 
excuses  us,  in  part,  for  our  lack  of  financial 
stability.  Clearly  a  Keynesian  phenomenon. 

A    New    Degree    of    Public    Sophistication 

New  developments,  such  as  the  growth  in 
FM  audience,  and  a  concerted  large-scale 
approach  to  grant  funding  for  educational 
broadcasters  by  private  foundations  and  the 
government,  are  rapidly  changing  the  public 
broadcast  picture.  In  addition,  new  non- 
economic  pressures  are  developing  in  commer- 
cial broadcasting,  such  as  license  challenges  by 
organized  public  interest  groups  which  cannot 
be  so  easily  ignored  as  in  the  past.  It  is  rather 
clear  that  the  next  few  years  will  be  bringing 
major  changes  in  the  structure  of  the  broad- 
casting field  in  this  country. 

Educational  or  Public  Broadcasting  (as  it  has 
been  dubbed  lately)  can  be  expected  to  take  a 
far  more  aggressive  approach  to  covering  and 
reporting  on  the  American  scene.  We  have 
already  seen  examples  of  this  with  P.B.L.  (the 
Public  Broadcasting  Laboratory)  and  programs 


such  as  The  Great  American  Dream  Machine  on 
N.E.T.  Obviously,  there's  still  a  long  road  to 
travel  before  public  broadcasting  will  be  offering 
a  viable  and  courageous  alternative  to  commer- 
cial broadcasting. 

In  our  area,  KQED-TV  has  developed  an 
important  news  program  which  focuses  on  in- 
depth  local  coverage  —  Newsroom.  The  program 
is  being  copied  by  public  broadcasters  around 
the  country.  But  there  are  problems.  It  is  very 
expensive  to  produce  —  costing  upwards  of  half 
a  million  dollars  per  year.  This  means  that 
viewer-sponsorship  is  not  enough  and  outside 
sources  of  large-scale  funds  must  be  found  each 
year. 

New  Support  Brings  New  Pressures 
An  even  more  serious  problem  results  from 
the  journalistic  integrity  of  the  program.  The 
American  public  has  been  so  well  trained  to  ex- 
pect pablum,  even  that  part  of  the  public  which 
considers  itself  enlightened,  that  serious  report- 
ing and  discussion  of  real  issues  are  "disturbing." 
The  road  to  effective  programming  is  a  bumpy 
one.  Public  broadcasters  will  have  to  learn  to 
steel  themselves  to  the  criticism  which  will 
result  from  their  honest  attempts  to  do  a 
worthwhile   job. 

Criticism  alone,  however,  is  easier  to  take 
than  the  potential  loss  of  grant  support  to  which 
valuable,  though  disturbing  programs,  may  lead. 
In  addition,  as  government  becomes  more  in- 
volved in  support  of  public  broadcasting,  we 
can  anticipate  conflicts  between  free  speech 
and  political  fears  and  pressures.  How  public 
broadcasting  can  be  insulated  from  the  resulting 
coercive  pressures  has  yet  to  be  shown  and 
tested. 

It  would  be  our  hope  that  the  public  would 
learn  to  so  value  the  contributions  of  public 
broadcasting  that  it  would  guard  its  freedom 
jealously.  Certainly,  Pacifica's  listeners  have 
been  the  best  guardians  of  its  freedom  for  more 
than  two  decades.  The  dream  is  a  difficult  but 
not  an  impossible  one.

FILM  FESTIVAL: 
CODA

Part  1  of  the  Pacifica  Film  Festival  runs  the 
gamut  from  tragedy  to  comedy,  with  room  in 
between  for  science  fiction,  silent  drama,  cinema 
verite,  avant-garde  films  and  melodramas.  Those 
programs,  ten  in  number,  were  described  in  last 
month's  Folio.  Part  II  of  what  must  be  the 
world's  longest  film  festival  is  equally  varied. 

The  Festival,  a  benefit  of  KPFA,  continues 
for  twenty  weeks  until  the  end  of  June,  every 
Thursday  night  at  7:30  at  the  Trustees  Auditor- 
ium of  the  M.H.  de  Young  Museum  in  Golden 
Gate  Park.  Tickets  are  $2.50  general  and  $2.00 
to  KPFA,  de  Young  Museum  and  Palace  of  the 
Legion  of  Honor  subscribers.  In  the  second  half 
of  the  Festival,  here's  what  we'll  see: 

Black  Girl,  one  of  the  best  new  films  from 
Black  Africa,  shown  on  April  22.  A  Senegalese 
girl  leaves  her  native  country  to  work  as  a  domes- 
tic in  the  famed  Cote  d'Azur  section  of  France. 
She  leaves  home  reluctantly,  bidding  a  sad  good- 
bye to  her  family.  An  unknown  life  awaits  her. 
She  looks  forward  with  both  fear  and  optimism 
to  her  future,  hoping  htat  what  she  has  heard  of 
life  among  the  rich  is  not  true.  On  her  arrival  she 
is  welcomed  warmly  by  the  white  family  for 
whom  she  is  to  work.  They  are  liberal  people, 
looking  with  disfavor  upon  the  racists  of  the 
world  and  feel  that  they  have  risen  above  such 
pettiness.  The  girl  is  to  be  treated  fairly.  She  is 
to  be  paid  a  living  wage  and  given  her  own  room. 
On  her  days  off  she  can  walk  freely  among  the 
exclusive  shops  of  the  Riviera,  enjoying  the  sun 
and  flowers  of  the  world's  most  beautiful  coast 
town.  On  the  surface,  an  enviable  situation.  The 
girl  is  pleased.  But  soon  loneliness  sets  .n.  She  is 
asked  to  eat  alone.  The  world  about  her  seems 
alien.  As  the  only  Black  in  the  neighborhood, 
she  finds  herself  politely  isolated.  Soon  her 
loneliness  turns  to  resentment.  A  growing 
militancy  rises  in  her.  Without  revealing  the 
film's  conclusion,  suffice  it  to  say  that  never 
before  have  the  chasms  that  separate  the  races 
been  so  frankly  depicted.  Also  on  the  program 
will  be  a  short  by  the  same  director,  Osmene 
Sembene,  called  Barom  Sarret. 

Claude  Chabrol  has  become  known  the  world 
over  for  his  lyrical  and  romantic  films  bearing 
earmarks  of  the  best  Hollywood  movies.  Les 
Cousins,  which  he  did  in  1959,  was  one  of  the 
first  nouvelle  vague  films.  Otherwise  Chabrol 
has  maintained  a  vialbe  career,  producing  work- 
manlike movies  which,  if  unstunning,  have 
always  been  worth  seeing.  In  1968  Chabrol  did 
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"Black  Girl" 
Les  Biches  ("The  Does"),  starring  three  of  the 
most  attractive  people  in  motion  pictures  — 
Jacqueline  Sassard,  a  model  who  unlike  such 
mannequins  as  Jean  Shrimpton  and  Candice 
Bergen  can  also  act;  Jean  Louis  Trintignant,  star 
of  A  Man  and  A  Woman,  and  Chabrol 's  wife, 
Stephanie  Audran.  The  three  perform  a  deli- 
cately balanced  drama  of  love  across  established 
boundaries.  It  is  an  urbane  and  gentle  presenta- 
tion of  aberrant  love,  achieving  a  level  of 
eroticism  far  beyond  the  crass  pornography  of 
today's  movies.  Les  Biches  will  be  shown  on 
April  29,  along  with  Norman  McLaren's  beautiful 
dance  film,  Pas  de  Deux. 

Western  fans,  kids  and  lovers  of  movies  (as 
opposed  to  Cinemah)  should  turn  out  for  two  of 
William  S.  Hart's  best  Westerns,  Hell's  Hinges 
and  The  Return  of  Draw  Egan,  to  be  shown  on 
May  6.  Both  are  silent  and  will  be  shown  with 
vigorous  piano  accompaniment.  Hart  directed 
himself  in  Hell's  Hinges,  playing  Blaze  Tracy, 
who  is  introduced  with  the  subtitle:  "Blaze 
Tracy.  The  embodiment  of  the  best  and  worst 
of  the  early  West.  A  man-killer  whose  philosophy 
is  summed  up  in  the  creed,  shoot  first  and  do 
your  disputin'  afterwards."  Blaze  is  a  blend  of 
good  and  bad,  as  were  most  of  Hart's  heroes.. 
He  is  the  fastest  gun  in  town,  and  also  a  good 
guy  down  deep.  He  smokes  and  swills  redeye, 
alright,  but  when  Faith,  The  Minister's  Sister, 
comes  to  town,  he  is  instantly  converted  to 
Christianity.  "I  reckon  God  ain't  wanting  me 
much.  Ma'am,"  he  says,  hat  in  hand,  "But  when 
I  look  at  you  I  figure  I've  been  riding  the  wrong 
trail." 

Blaze  steps  into  a  flap  between  the  local 
saloon  keeper,  Silk  Miller,  and  the  town's  decent 
element.  You'll  find  out  what  happens  in  the 
final  reel  on  May  6.  Also  showing  will  be  Hart 
in  The  Return  of  Draw  Egan  and  the  poignant 
farewell  speech  he  made  to  his  fans  and  append- 
ed to  the  1935  re-release  of  Tumbleweeds. 
Yippee! 

Ray  Milland  drank  a  lot  of  redeye  and  a  lot 
of  other  things  in  The  Lost  Weekend,  which 
won  the  Academy  Award  as  the  Best  Picture  of 
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ri45  with  Milland  copping  Best  Actor  laurels. 
Jlly  Wilder,  with  the  backing  of  producer 
Charles  Brackett,  directed  Miliand  in  the  per- 
formance of  his  career  as  a  dipsomaniac  sliding 
into  an  alcoholic  abyss.  The  film  gave  Holly- 
wood realism  a  needed  shot  in  the  arm,  so  to 
say,  and  there  followed  a  spate  of  black-and- 
white,  tell-it-true  movies.  For  some  reason  The 
Lost  Weekend  has  not  been  shown  recently  in 
the  Bay  Area.  We  thought  it  would  be  good  for 
those  who  have  seen  it  and  for  those  who  have 
not  to  view  again  one  of  the  signal  accomplish- 
ments of  the  American  screen.  And  for  the 
nostalgia  buffs,  a  puzzler:  Which  actor  in  this 
film  was  once  married  to  Joan  Crawford? 


"The  Lost  Weekend" 

Variety   and   The    Last    Laugh  are  by  now 

legendary  movies.  Both  star  Emil  Jannings  and 
both  are  highpoints  in  the  Golden  Age  of 
German  cinema.  Variety,  directed  by  E.A. 
Dupont,  is  a  veritable  lexicon  of  film  technique. 
Image  fades  into  image  in  a  fusilade  of  over- 
lapping dissolves.  The  camera  moves  with  a 
fluidity  unlike  anything  seen  before.  The  film's 
impact  on  American  movies  was  tremendous. 
The  Warner  Brothers  gangster  movement  of  the 
thirties  was  directly  drawn  from  Dupont's  film. 
All  those  quick  cuts  and  dissolving  images  in 
Cagney  movies  were  inspired  by  Variety.  Michael 
Curtiz  outdid  himself  in  1926  when  in  his 
Third  Degree  he  copied  Variety  so  well,  even  to 
the  point  of  borrowing  the  former's  circus 
motif.  He  may  even  have  bettered  Dupont's 
work. 

The  Last  Laugh,  directed  by  G.W.  Pabst, 
features  Jannings  as  an  aging  hotel  doorman 
demoted  to  the  status  of  washroom  attendant. 
Some  say  this  is  the  perfect  silent  film.  It  con- 
tains absolutely  no  subtitles.  The  tragic  story  is 
conveyed  totally  through  the  acting  of  Jannings 
and  the  camera  work  of  Dupont.  It  also  is  rare 
in  another  sense.  Along  with  Vittorio  Di  Sica's 
Umberto  D  it  is  one  of  the  few  films  to  deal 
with  the  theme  of  old  age.  Why  are  filmmakers 
afraid  of  that  subject? 


"The  Last  Laugh" 

On  May  27  —  mark  that  in  your  calendars  — 
something  quite  unusual  will  happen.  The 
Festival  showing  for  that  evening  is  titled  The 
Personal  Cinema.  Nine  films  by  American  mino- 
rity group  members  will  be  shown  here  for  the 
first  time.  Films  by  Puerto  Rican  youngsters, 
Blacks,  American  Indians  and  small  children 
make  up  a  program  of  signal  importance.  These 
films,  made  in  urban  workshops  and,  in  the  case 
of  Intrepid  Shadows,  on  the  Navajo  reservation 
in  Arizona,  represent  a  revolutionary  break- 
through in  realist  film.  Since  the  end  of  the 
silent  era,  the  figure  of  one  man,  Robert 
Flaherty,  has  dominated  documentary  film. 
Flaherty  was  an  undeniable  master  of  his  craft, 
Nanook  of  the  North,  Man  of  Aran  and  his 
other  films  remain  paragons  of  documentary 
filmmaking.  Flaherty's  method  was  simple.  He 
lived  among  a  people,  he  got  to  know  them  and 
filmed  them  sympathetically.  Yet  despite  his 
compassion  and  cinematic  talents,  Flaherty 
nonetheless  functioned  as  a  mediator  between 
us  and  his  subject.  It  was  always  the  way  he  saw 
life  among  the  Eskimos  or  Polynesians  that  de- 
termined the  quality  of  his  films.  Depending 
on  his  intentions  as  an  artist,  he  selected  some 
materials  for  us  to  see  and  left  others  out.  So 
the  film  functioned  in  a  kind  of  triadic  relation- 
ship. There  was  the  subject,  the  viewer  and  the 
artist  mediating  between  the  two. 

In  recent  years  in  theAmerican  ghetto,  a  new 
political  consciousness  has  emerged.  As  is  well 
known  to  all,  American  minority  group  members 
would  prefer  to  speak  for  themselves.  No  matter 
how  liberal  or  sympathetic  members  of  the 
dominant  American  culture  may  be,  the  fact 
remains  that  no  one  knows  poverty  better  than 
one  who  lives  with  it  daily.  Ever  since  S.N.C.C. 
shifted  away  from  other  civil  rights  groups  in 
the  South  in  1963  to  put  emphasis  upon  the 
catalytic  as  opposed  to  the  domineering  function 
of  community  organization,  the  notion  of 
letting  the  people  speak  for  themselves  has 
gained  increasing  acceptance.  In  the  past  five 
years  this  idea  has  borne  fruit  in  the  field  of 
motion  pictures.  The  first  casualty  of  this  has

This  month  KPFA  highlights  the  music  of  this  extraordinary 
man  who  is  not  only  a  composer/performer  but  poet, 
painter,  calligrapher,  teacher  (San  Jose  State  College), ethno- 
musicologist,  Esperantist,  florist,  firefighter,  veterinary's 
assistant,  and  polemicist  as  well.  Our  celebration  of  Harrison 
coincides  with  a  similar  Harrison  Festival  at  Diablo  Valley 
College  in  nearby  Concord,  California.  There,  Lou  will  spend 
the  week  of  March  22nd  to  26th  in  daily  open-to-the-public 
rehearsals  of  his  new  full-length  puppet  opera  Young  Caesar, 
with  a  final  Friday  night  performance  (8:00  PM)  of  several 
sections  of  the  work  which  was  recently  presented  on 
Donald  Pippin's  Spaghetti  Factory  series  in  San  Francisco 
(broadcast  on  KPFA,  March  2nd,  9:00  PM)  to  very  high 
acclaim.  In  addition,  there  will  be  a  reading  of  Lou's  poetry, 
an  exhibit  of  his  paintings,  and  many  other  events  of  this 
nature. 

The  schedule  of  KPFA  programs  is  long  and  involved.  It 
includes  a  series  of  four  programs  which  Lou  put  together 
with  Howard  Hersh  especially  for  KPFA  some  years  back, 
plus  excerpts  from  numerous  past  Cabrillo  Music  Festivals, 
which  have  always  included  at  least  one  work  of  Harrison's 
throughout  the  event's  seven  year  history.  Also,  Lou  has 
prepared  two  new  programs  for  this  series:  The  New 
Game/an  and  The  Tuning  of  the  Babylonian  Harp,  both  of 
which  promise  to  be  very  engaging.  For  your  convenience, 
here  is  a  list  of  the  programs.

Perhaps    you  fit  the 

latter    category,      in 

which  case,  read  on. 
Camille  Saint-Saens 

Kent  State  University  Press  has  issued  Charles 
Ives:  A  Bibliography  of  His  Music  by 
Dominique-Rene  de  Lerma.  This  book  is 
strictly  a  reference  work  with  a  wealth  of 
factual  information  about  the  complete 
works  of  this  American  music  pioneer.  All  of 
the  music  is  listed  in  alphabetical  order  by 
title,  and  the  first  thing  that  becomes  appar- 
ent is  that  we  have  yet  to  hear  a  goodly 
number  of  Ives'  output.  Listen  to  some  of  the 
titles  of  unrecorded  works:  Set  of  Cartoons 
for  Orchestra,  The  Law  of  Diminishing 
Returns  (Piano  Quintet  No.  1),  Hell's  Bell's 
(manuscript  unfortunately  lost),  Evidence 
for  Voice  and  Piano,  and  Yale-Princeton 
Game  for  Orchestra.  Also  indexed  are  pub- 
lishers, recordings  (all  the  way  back  to  New 
Music  Quarterly  78rpm's),  chronological 
order  of  composition,  and  works  by  medium 
of  composition.  In  short,  this  is  it  for  the 
replete  Ives  nut. 

Of  even  more  specialized  interest  is  Musical 
Memories  by  Camille  Saint-Saens  as  trans- 
lated by  Edwin  Gile  Rich  has  been  published 
by  Da  Capo  Press,  which  specializes  in  re- 
prints of  historic  music  books.  This  one  was 
originally  published  in  1919,  by  Small, 
Maynard  and  Company  of  Boston.  This  is 
fairly  dry  stuff  now  but  there  is  an  excellently 
titled  Chapter  Nine:  "Anarchy  in  Music," 
and  some  wonderful  photographic  plates  of 
composers  such  as  Berlioz,  Massenet,  Offen- 
bach, and  "The  Master,  Camille  Saint-Saens." 

Praeger  has  published  a  useful  introductory 
book  called  The  Operas  of  Benjamin  Britten. 
Patricia  Howard  provides  for  each  opera  from 
Peter  Grimes  (1945)  through  The  Burning 
Fiery  Furnace  (1966)  the  cast  list  from  the 
premiere  performance,  a  synopsis  of  the 
opera  plot,  and  a  detailed  analysis  with  musi- 
cal examples  of  each  of  eleven  works.  The 
book  closes  with  Howard's  short  essay, 
"Britten  and  Opera,"  which  summarizes 
characteristic  aspects  of  Britten's  "opera."

This  column  will  be  devoted  to  the  young 
satirist  Richard  Pryor.  Good  satire  has  always 
been  a  precious  commodity;  occasionally  it 
can  be  seen  in  a  good  film  [Dr.  Strangelove 
comes  to  mind)  or  in  a  mild  form  on  television 
(That  Was  the  Week  That  Was,  The  Smothers 
Brothers  Comedy  Hour,  or  currently  All  In 
The  Family),  but  the  perceptive  social  satirist 
is  a  rare  person  who  should  be  treasured  — 
unfortunately  they  are  usually  ignored  and 
suppressed.  Richard  Pryor  is  one  of  those  rare 
persons,  and  can  be  seen  to  best  advantage  in 
person,  which  usually  means  in  a  nightclub. 
Such  appearances  are  about  the  only  un- 
censored  forum  currently  available,  although 
cable  television  and  video  cassettes  hold  the 
possibility  of  artistic  freedom  in  the  future. 

If  you  have  seen  Richard  Pryor  on  tele- 
vision, you  have  seen  an  immensely  talented 
young  man  —  a  facile  clown  with  a  rubber 
face  —  a  brilliant  mime  (as  when  he  does  his 
"being  born"  impression),  a  fine  actor.  On 
the  talk  shows  you  might  have  had  a  chance 
to  see  his  quick  wit,  slicing  so  deftly  through 
the  pomposity,  presumption  and  prejudice  of 
the  host  and/or  guests  that  they  didn't  know 
they'd  been  touched.  As  an  example,  here's 
an  excerpt  from  his  appearance  on  the  David 
Frost  show  last  September: 

Richard:  Do  you  remember  when  I  met 
you,  man? 

Frost:  At  an  airport,  wasn't  it? 

Richard:  Yeah,  with  your  momma.  I  know 
you  don't  play  that  —  no  —  I  met 
you,  you  remember  .  .  .  your 
mother  was  going  to  England  and 
it  was  at  the  airport  in  Los 
Angeles  a  long  time  ago? 

Frost:  That's  right,  yes. 

Richard:  And  you  didn't  like  me,  neither 
...  I  checked  you  out,  you  didn't 
really  dig  me  (laughter)  .  .  .  cause 
I  came  on  for  real.  You  said, 
"Hey,  you're  a  comedian."  I  said, 
"I'm  the  greatest,"  .  .  .  did  my 
Cassius  Clay  thing.  You  went, 
"Wait  a  minute  now  .  .  .  you 
don't  be  acting  like  that  in  front 
of  me.  Jack."  You  don't  remem- 
ber, do  you? 

Frost:  No.  .  .I  don't.  .  .when  was  this? 

Richard:       Ah  haaah!  (laughter) 

Frost:  Also,  also,  incidentally,  folks,  my 

mother's  never  been  to  Los 
Angeles,  just  to  bring  you  up  .  .  . 
But  no,  I  don't.

OPERA  PLOT  SUMMARY 


Meyerbeer:     L'AFRICAINE 
(Sunday,  March  7,  2:00PM) 


ACT  1  —  Lisbon.  Ines,  daughter  of  Don  Diego,  is 
about  to  be  married  to  Don  Pedro,  Counsellor  to 
the  King  of  Portugal.  But  she  cannot  forget  Vasco 
da  Gama,  lost  at  sea.  Vasco  suddenly  returns,  the 
only  survivor  of  his  shipwrecked  fleet,  telling  of  an 
unknown  country  beyond  Africa,  displaying  maps 
and  two  captured  inhabitants  of  the  land.  But  his 
geography  is  deemed  heretical  by  the  Grand 
Inquisitor  and  he  and  his  prisoners  are  thrown  in 
prison. 

ACT  2  —  A  dungeon.  During  a  month  in  prison, 
Selika,  Princess  of  Madagascar,  has  fallen  in  love 
with  Vasco.  Her  slave  Nelusko,  however,  is  jealous 
of  this  love,  though  Vasco  had  saved  them  both 
from  an  Arab  slave  ship.  He  tries  to  stab  the  sleep- 
ing Vasco,  who  is  saved  by  Selika.  She  tells  him 
the  location  of  her  native  country.  Ines  now  enters, 
telling  Vasco  that  she  has  purchased  his  freedom  by 
agreeing  to  marry  Don  Pedro.  The  unfeeling  Vasco 
presents  Selika  and  Nelusko  to  her  as  slaves.  In 
possession  of  Vasco's  maps,  Don  Pedro  is  sent  to 
conquer  the  unknown  country. 

ACT  3  —  Don  Pedro's  ship.  Ines  has  accompanied 
her  husband  on  the  expedition  with  Selika  and 
Nelusko,  who  acts  as  pilot.  Don  Alvar  warns  Don 
Pedro  against  the  wily  slave,  but  in  vain.  Vasco, 
who  has  followed  the  ship  in  a  small  vessel,  comes 
aboard  to  protect  Ines.  Don  Pedro,  glad  to  have  his 
rival  in  his  power,  orders  him  bound  to  the  mast 
and  shot.  At  this  moment,  the  ship,  thanks  to 
Nelusko,  runs  aground  on  a  hidden  reef,  where 
Madagascan  natives  overrun  the  ship  and  take  the 
Portuguese  prisoners  on  command  of  their  princess 
Selika. 

ACT  4  —  Selika  reigns  as  queen  on  her  island,  but 
the  High  Priest  of  Brahma  and  the  people  demand 
the  sacrifice  of  the  'Europeans.  To  save  Vasco, 
Selika  claims  him  as  her  husband,  calling  upon 
Nelusko  to  testify  that  this  is  true.  Nelusko's  love 
overcomes  his  jealousy  and  he  avers  its  truth. 
Vasco's  heart  is  finally  touched  by  Selika's  love, 
and,  believing  Ines  to  be  dead,  he  vows  eternal 
fidelity.  Just  then,  he  hears  her  voice  and  Selika 
realizes  her  devotion  is  in  vain. 

ACT  5  —  Selika  has  decided  to  put  Ines  to  death, 
but  when  she  learns  from  her  rival  that  Ines'  love 
is  as  great  as  her  own,  she  orders  Nelusko  to  put 
Ines  and  Vasco  on  a  ship  bound  for  Portugal.  She 
then  goes  to  a  spot  overlooking  the  harbor,  where 
grows  the  Mancanilla  tree,  with  its  deadly  datura 
blossoms.  Inhaling  the  poisonous  fumes,  she  dies 
watching  Vasco's  ship  sail  off.  Nelusko,  discovering 
her  near  death,  joins  his  princess  in  breathing  the 
deadly  perfume.

Also  from  Praeger  are  Thomas  Weelkes: 
A  Biographical  and  Critical  Study  by  David 
Brown,  and  Northern  Indian  Music  by  Alain 
Danielou.  The  former  is  the  first  biography 
of  the  Elizabethan  madrigalist  Weelkes 
(1575?  -  1623)  and  since  not  much  is  known 
about  his  life  much  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
"Critical  Study"  portion  of  the  title.  Once 
again  we  have  here  a  complete  listing  of  the 
composer's  works  plus  a  selected  biblio- 
graphy. By  and  large  this  is  highly  specialized 
reading  with  numerous  musical  examples  and 
copious  footnoting. 

Alain  Danielou  is  the  author  of  some  twenty 
books  on  music  and  religion  of  Eastern 
cultures.  This  book  is  in  two  parts:  the  first 
details  the  history  of  Indian  music  from 
earliest  times  to  the  present  (and  that's  a 
lotta  notes),  while  the  second  is  a  catalogue 
of  ragas  notated  and  analyzed  by  types  (early 
morning,  noon,  evening,  early  night,  deep  of 
night,  midnight,  and  seasonal).  This  is  reading 
that  won't  come  easy  to  Western  musicians 
but  if  you  want  to  learn  this  subject,  this 
book  has  probably  got  it  all  there.

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Richard:       You    like    'em   old,   don't    you? 

(Much   laughter) 
I   can't   describe   David   Frost's  puzzled  and 
embarrassed    looks,  but   Richard  spoke  the 
truth  and  David  Frost  denied  it.  Don't  look 
for  him  to  return  to  that  show. 

No  matter  what  you've  seen  of  him  on 
television,  you  wouldn't  have  seen  the  real 
Richard  Pryor  —  depicting  the  scene  in  an 
after-  hours  joint  in  the  ghetto,  playing  to 
perfection  half  a  dozen  roles  —  or  doing 
vignettes  from  his  life  amidst  pimps  and 
prostitutes.  He  recalls  how  he  first  met  white 
people  —  they  were  men  who  came  to  the 
ghetto  asking,  "Hello  there,  boy,  is  your 
mother  home?  I'd  like  to  get  a  blow  job."  And 
he  asks,  "Can  you  imagine  what  would 
happen  if  a  nigger  did  that  in  Beverly  Hills?" 
And  he  goes  on  to  give  you  his  impression  of 
what  would  happen,  hitting  directly  at  the 
hypocrisy  about  sex  that  hangs  up  so  many 
of  us. 

Richard's  first  record  album  was  released 
on  Dove  records  about  two  years  ago  and  it  is 
good;  it  adds  a  dimension  to  what  you've  seen 
on  television,  but  of  course  loses  the  visual 
one.  I  understand  that  his  second  album,  due 
imminently  on  Laff  Records,  is  superior;  if  it 
can  be  played  on  the  air  (there  are  some 
restrictions  on  what  we  can  broadcast),  you'll 
be  hearing  it  on  KPFA. 

If  you  do  get  a  chance  to  see  Richard 
Pryor  in  person,  don't  expect  to  see  any  of 
the  situations  or  routines  mentioned  above; 
the  really  amazing  thing  about  the  man  is  his 
endless  creativity.  Ralph  Gleason  has  written 
that  he  thinks  of  Richard  as  more  of  a 
musician  than  a  comedian,  and  I  must  agree 
that  his  ability  to  continually  polish,  expand, 
embellish  and  modify  his  material  is  impres- 
sive. He  makes  it  seem  easy  to  do  three 
different  shows  in  an  evening,  though  they 
may  possess  common  situations,  by  develop- 
ing an  infinite  number  of  variations  on  his 
basic  themes.  He  has  an  uncanny  ability  to 
perceive,  evaluate  and  portray  people  and 
their  attitudes  accurately;  his  targets  are 
bullshit,  racism,  jive  religion,  war,  untogether 
sex  attitudes  —  the  whole  range  of  ills  of  our 
society.  You  know  he  speaks  the  truth  from 
his  own  experience,  and  the  truth  hurts  —  it 
hurts  him  and  it  hurts  us  —  but  it  also  heals. 
Richard  Pryor  is  for  real. 

By  the  way,  Richard  appears  very  briefly 
in  the  recent  movie  Dynamite  Chicken,  and 
he  and  Paul  Krassner  are  the  best  things  in  it. 
If  you've  never  seen  the  real  thing,  it  may  be 
worth  the  price  of  admission  for  his  three 
minutes.  If  you  happen  to  get  this  Folio 
before  February  27th,  you  might  be  able  to 
catch  Richard  at  Basin  Street  West  in  San 
Francisco  (at  this  writing,  he  was  scheduled 
to  appear  February  19  -  27);  call  them  at 
986-0301  for  information.

been  the  Flaherty  tradition  of  filmmaking.  It  is 
less  and  less  acceptable  today  to  tell  it  like  it  is 
for  others,  especially  when  ,  as  is  the  case  with 
the  nine  films  of  the  Personal  Cinema  program, 
others  are  more  than  capable  of  speaking  for 
themselves. 


"The  Jungle" 

Included  in  the  program  will  be  fact  and 
fantasy  films  that  speak  directly,  in  the  medium 
of  images,  of  the  concerns  of  minority  group 
youngsters.  The  Jungle,  a  dramatic  film  by  the 
12th  and  Oxford  Street  gang  og  Philadelphia, 
deals  honestly  with  street  fighting.  Intrepid 
Shadows  is  a  mystical  film  about  the  spirit  in 
nature  in  Navajo  belief.  And  there  is  The  Yellow 
Ball  Cache,  a  selection  of  hilarious  animated 
films  made  by  children  aged  five  to  fifteen  in 
Lexington,  Mass.  All  these  films  speak  directly 
of  the  concerns  of  people.  They  show  that  in  an 
age  of  film,  no  one  is  inarticulate. 


"Bubby"  (The  Personal  Cinema) 

Returning  to  the  movie  movies  on  June  3, 
the  Festival  features  two  horror  greats:  Peter 
Lorre  in  The  Beast  With  Five  Fingers  and  the 
original  Tod  Browning  version  of  Dracula  with 
Bela  Lugosi.  Little  need  be  said  about  such  an 
old  favorite  as  Dracula.  It  is  a  pure  and  atmos- 
pheric work  of  gothic  horror,  far  superior  to  the 

initial  efforts  of  the  Frankenstein  cycle.  The 
Beast  With  Five  Fingers  is  a  neglected  chiller, 
calculated  to  frighten  you  out  of  your  wits.  A

murdered  pianist  seeks  revenge  from  the  gr^fc 
as  his  hand  returns  nightly  to  play  a  grand  pia^O 
before  tap  tapping  its  way  across  the  floor  to 
the  beds  of  his  victims.  Eeeeeeeek! 

Moving  quickly.  On  June  10,  there  is  Rocco 
And  His  Brothers,  Luchino  Visconti's  tough 
neo-realist  drama  of  an  Italian  family  fighting 
for  survival  in  industrial  Milan.  Then  on  June 
17th,  "B"  Movie  Night.  Bring  birdwhistles  and 
kazoos  to  razz  the  villain  in  the  first  and  last 
chapters  of  The  Perils  of  Pauline.  Improvised 
jungle  sounds  will  do  for  the  first  and  last 
chapters  of  the  original  Tarzan  of  the  Apes 
with  Elmo  Lincoln.  Then  there  is  The  King  and 
The  Cowboy,  a  two-reeler  with  Mickey  Rooney 
and  Tom  Mix.  All  with  athletic  piano  accom- 
paniment. Ladies,  please  remove  your  hats.

"Rocco  And  His  Brothers" 

Finally,  there  is  the  ultimate  motion  picture. 
Intolerance,  closing  our  season  on  June  24th. 
Directed  by  D.W.  Griffith  in  1916,  Intolerance 
is  considered  by  many  to  be  the  greatest  film  of 
all  time.  It  contains  the  basic  grammar  of  film- 
making.
